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"What-shall we eat and wear?" But the 
rich feast of good thiti^s which Cod has 
prepared for us in hís Word, we scarcely 
morè than taste. We are a busy people. 
Domèstic cares and duties consume the 
time of the. good house wife, and as for 
the raan of the house, he goes to and from 
his place of bnsiness, morning, noon and 
evening ; in the morning he does not see 
his children out of bed ; at night they 
have retired before his return. On the 
Sabbath day, he is at home, but too tired 
to give attention to the littlc folks. 

Why not inaugurate a system of Bible 
study in the home ? There is time in 
every home for such study. Gather the 
children about you, and spend one half 
hour once or tw[ce a day in the study of 
God's word. Do it regularly and you will 
li ve longer and do morè work, than you 
would otherwise. Begin with the Sun- 
day-scHooI lesson. Read the text. Each 
day read one ofthe Daily Re<ulings. Read 
the "Life Teachings." Ask and answer 
the questions. Do this in the presence of 
the whole family. Try it for one quarter, 
and you will find your knowledge of the 
Bible enlarged ; you will have done the 
sa me amotint of work, enjoyed it morè, 
found your rest and sleep sweetcr, and 
life morè worth livifig.
